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SCHOOL REPORT 


— 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Trenton: 


School enrollment in Trenton continues to increase 
at a rapid rate. During the past three years enrollment 
has increased 30% due to more young people continuing 
through high school and a gradual influx of new fam- 
ilies moving to Trenton. Fortunately considerable fore 
sight was used in the planning of the McFarland School, 
hence we will be able to accommodate the enrollment for 
the foreseeable future without serious overcrowding un- 
less some unpredictable factors cause considerable ac- 
celeration in the rate at which the population increases. 


In September the McFarland School opened with 
73 children. In addition 20 Trenton youth were attending 
secondary schools. The staff consisted of: 


Mrs. Ida Strout Head Teacher Grades 6-7-8 
Mrs. Betty Hodgdon Grades 3-4-5 
Mrs. Marie Murphy Sub-Primary Grades 1-2 


In November Mrs. Strout resigned because of her 
health. Mrs. Murphy was appointed head teacher and 
Mrs. Dorothy Fogg was employed as a substitute teacher 
until Mrs. Ruby Harris was elected to fill the position on 
a permanent basis on March 1st, 1959. 


In June Mrs. Eleanor Gilley resigned to accept a 
position in Southwest Harbor and Mrs. Grace White re- 
signed to move to the greater Bangor area and to teach 
in Orrington. 


During the period that enrollment has increased 30 
percent. The town appropriation has increased 16 per 
cent. This has been due in part to increased State Aid 
for schools. However. the cost of all services, textbooks, 
materials, equipment, supplies, utilities and tuition con- 
tinues to increase each year. It seems reasonable to an- 
ticipate that in the future the Trenton School appropria- 
tion should increase at more nearly the State Average 
which is 8 percent a year. A defeatist attitude seems pre- 
valent in Trenton with many people convinced the town 
cannot afford to provide its children with the advantages 
available to children elsewhere in the State. The truth is 
Trenton cannot afford to provide its children with less 
than is available to children elsewhere if the future of 
the community is to be insured. It has become apparent 
that in order to stem the alarming rate of teacher turn- 
over, it will be necessary to pay teachers at least some 
more than the minimum required by law. 


Encouraging steps have been taken this past year. 
Conveyance has been provided for sub-primary children 
at noon so their school day now conforms to that recom- 
mended by school authorities throughout the country as 
reasonable for that age group and their disruption of the 
afternoon program for first and second grade children 
has been eliminated. An effort is being made to provide 
a specialized program of reading instruction to strength- 
en this skill which is basic to all learning. We have been 
unsuccessful, however, in providing a means of convey- 
ance for High School students, hence the committee has 
been reluctant to contract with a single town for High 
School tuition. Such a contract would prove an economy 
to Trenton and would enable us to coordinate our upper- 
grade program with the curriculum of a single high 
school. 


In the event that neighboring communities vote to 
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consolidate their secondary school districts, Trenton 
should seriously study the advisability of joining a re- 
gional district.

SCHOOL DISTRICT 


In order that newcomers to Trenton may have a better 
understanding of the status of the school building, and 
the function of the Board of Trustees, the following short 
history is offered: 


The Trenton School District was formed in 1952 by 
authority of the State of Maine Act to create such 
a district. The School District was authorized to 
borrow money to build the school. The people elect- 
ed five trustees. These trustees hold title to the 
building. The trustees pay off the notes to the banks 
and are responsible for the maintenance and use of 
the school building. 


$24,800 was borrowed from two banks: The loan is 
for twenty years. Six years notes have already been 
paid At the end of twenty years, the school building 
is officially turned over to the Town of Trenton, 
and the School District represented by the Board of 
Trustees ceases to exist. 


In 1958, the trustees purchased new desks for the school, 
and also replaced a worn-out desk for one teacher. The 
tile floor in the classroom used as a lunch room was laid 
by members of the board. More fill was added to the 
school grounds this year.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR TRENTON 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


January 1, 1958 through December 31, 1958 


It is not unreasonable to ask why, since we know 
the preventative measures needed, we do not proceed at 
once to take the action indicated against infectious disease 
and chronic illness in our local community. The public 
health nurse, in her service to your citizens, is endeavor- 
ing to teach parents ways of preventing serious effects 
of any illness and means of removing health hazards 
in the environment. 


This teaching is carried on in home visits to ex- 
pectant mothers, pre-school children, crippled children 
and adults. Methods of preventing the serious effects of 
communicable and chronic disease, as well as safety mea- 
sures which should be observed, are constantly stressed. 


Clinic services, which are available to children, in- 
clude those for orthopedic, pediatric, cardiac conditions; 
and the adult chest x-rays at the Ellsworth Regional Clin- 
ics to all who have had tuberculosis and their families 
referred by their family physician. 


As a service to pre-school children, one Child Health 
Conference was held; immunization against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus (lockjaw), smallpox were offer- 
ed to those children needing the specific protection. 


We appreciate the splendid cooperation of all in 
our health program.
